Rejection of Independent Claim 26 under 35 U.S.C. S 102(b) 

Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Roe et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,776,121, hereinafter "Roe"). 

Roe appears to disclose a disposable absorbent article including a liquid pervious sheet (38); a 
liquid impervious sheet (42); an absorbent structure including an absorbent core (44); and 
standing cuffs (102) comprising standing sheet (62) and stretching members (77). Roe also 
appears to show that the liquid pervious sheet has a width greater than that of the absorbent 
structure {see, e.g., column 5, lines 15-21: "[t]he topshcet 38 and backsheei 42 extend beyond the 
edges of the absorbent core 44 to thereby form the periphery 28 of the diaper 20"). 

Hovvever, Roe does not identically disclose where stretching members are arranged in the 
standing sheet under the meaning of 35 U.S.C. § 102. For example, Fig. 1 of Roe shows elastic 
members 77 and 84 (spacing means 76 could also be one or more elastic members 77 (column 9, 
lines 21-22)).' However, Fig. 2 which is a cross-sectional view of Fig. 1 does not show where 
the elastic members are located. Fig. 3 shows cuff area 102, but does not show where the 
electric members are located, either.

However, the Examiner's position 
that each dashed line in Fig. 1 indicates one elastic member 77" appears to be incorrect- We believe that each dashed 
line indicates one of edges of elastic member. 
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
